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Spherical Aberration Effects.

Mr. Chalmers then said that he proposed to 
introduce one or two matters which might be of 
some interest to the members; and he hoped by 
thus setting the example in a direction he had 
indicated at a previous meeting, to encourage 
others to bring forward from time to time any¬ 
thing they thought likely to interest upon the 
ground of novelty or otherwise. He gave first 
a demonstration of retinoscopy, in which the 
optical system of the projection lantern took 
the place of that of the eye, and the “ shadow ” 
was shown traversing the screen in different 
directions corresponding to variations of the 
focal power. Secondly, a number of experi¬ 
ments were shown illustrating the effects of 
diaphragm aperture, and, in some instances, of 
diffraction, on the resolution or definition of 
lines in the projected image of a clock-face 
astigmatic chart.
